Ohio senate late Tuesday concurred 
with the house in p assing the gasoline 
tax bill after amending it. 
The vote 
was 22 for and 11 against. 


The bill as p assed by the senate 
p rovides: 


A tax of two 
cents 
a gallon 
on 
gasoline: 


Reduction of license tags fees 75 
p er cent next January ; state to get 45 
p er cent of the tax revenue; the coun­ 
ty to get 25 p er cent; cities to get 30 
p er cent.

T 
HE hig hest point in the pneumonia 
deatn rate comes not in the depth 
of winter, as one mig ht ex pect, but in 
March and April. 
Yet It is easy to 
understand why this should be the 
case. 
During the coldest months ev ery one 
, instinctiv ely takes g reater precautions. 
Warmer clothing is worn, g reater care 
Is taken to prev ent chills, ex posure 
and wet feet. 
Elderly persons, those 
whose resistance Is lowered, or thoso 
suffering from coug hs and colds, nat­ 
urally av oid any unnecessary ex posure, 
as far as possible. 
But with 
the 
coming of warmer 
day s, many of our midwinter precau­ 
tions are relax ed. Yet our early spring 
day s are really more dangerous than 
the middle of winter. 
A mild, clear 
morning 
is, 
suddenly 
and 
without 
warning, followed by a raw, chilly 
afternoon. 
The light coat that was 
warm enough when we left the house 
after breakfast is not enough to pro­ 
tect us by dinner time. 
But the principal reason why the 
toll of deaths is greater in the spring 
is that we are, most of us. suffering 
from the effects of reduced resistance, 
due to infectious “colds” which we 
have accumulated during the winter. 
“Colds” are infections of all or part 
of the mucous membrane lining the 
nose and the upper part of the throat. 
The nose is the strainer of our breath­ 
ing machine. 
As we draw outside air 
into the throat through the nose, it 
passes over the moist, warm lining of 
the nose, which warms It, moistens It 
and catches dust particles, germs and 
other foreign bodies. 
If the nose is 
free from obstruction and if the lining 
is normal, then the clean, warm, moist 
air goes down into the lungs without 
causing any irritation. 
But if the 
nose is “stopped up,” then we breathe 
the cold, dry , germ-laden air directly 
into the lungs. 
Frequent continuous infection of the 
nose not only increases the chances 
of lung infection, hut It also, in time, 
Is v ery apt to ex tend the inflammation 
from the nose itself to the sinuses or 
cav ities opening Into the nose. 
These 
cav ities in the bones surrounding the 
nose are all lined with the same mu­ 
cous membrane as the nose itself. The 
larg e cav ities, one on each side, are 
called the max illary sinuses, because 
they ere located in the upper jaw­ 
bone« . 
The two small cavities above 
the nose, 
jURt behind the ey ebrows, 
are the frontal sinuses. 
The cavities 
behind and abov e the nose are the 
sphenoidal Rnd ethmoidal sinuses. 
Infection of any of these cavities 
causes the production of pus or matter 
in these bony spaces. 
The nose 
is the body ’s sentinel. 
Avoid colds or have them promptly 
treated If y ou have one. 
Keep the 
nose free and open during the winter 
and y ou will be in much less danger 
from pneumonia in the spring.

earth it would go in hundred-dollar 
bills laid end to end, or how many 
times higher than the Woolworth build­ 
ing or the Washington monument, if 
¡died up ip the form of sliver dollars. 
To comprehend things bey ond our own 
knowledge, 
we have to have some 
kind of a mental y ardstick.

puscles for every cubic millimeter, so 
that the total number of red blood 
cells would be about 25,OCX),000,000,000. 
Much has been said lately about the 
absence of iodine in the body causing 
goiter.

Cittes o f Pa lestine 
Once Imp o rta nt Po ints 
In ancient Palestine and th e adja­ 
cent cou ntry were two cities bearing 
th e name Caesarea. 
In one case th at 
word formed th e entire nam e; in th e 
oth er it was p art only , tiie fu li name 
being Caesarea Ph ilip p i. 
Caesarea is mentioned nine times 
in th e Book of Acts. 
Th e city bearing 
th is name was situ ated on th e coast of 
Palestine, on th e line of th e great road 
from Ty re to Egy p t, and abou t h alf­ 
way between Jop p a, th e Jaffa of to­ 
day , and Dora. 
Th e road skirted th e 
coast of th e Mediterranean. Caesarea 
lay north west of Jeru salem and was 
abou t sev enty miles distant. 
At one 
time th ere stood on th is p oint of th e 
coast merely a town called "Strain's 
Tower,” with a landing p lace. 
Th e 
city was bu ilt by Herod th e Great, 
king of Ju dea at th e time of ou r 
Lord’s birth and for many y ears be­ 
fore. 
Th e city was named after th e 
Roman emp eror, Clau diu s Caesar. 
It 
was th e p olitical cap ital of Palestine 
and th e residence of th e Herodian 
kings, and later, wh en Palestine was 
a Roman p rov ince, tiie residence of 
th e p rocu rators or gov ernors of Ju dea, 
two of wh om were Felix and Festu s, 
before wh om St. Pau l ap p eared as a 
p risoner, soy s th e Ch ristian Gu ardian. 
Caesarea continu ed to be a city of 
some imp ortance ev en in th e time of 
th e Cru saders in 
th e Middle ages. 
Th e name still lingers In th e Tu rkish 
name giv en to the p lace, Kalsariy eh . 
Th e 
p resent 
p op u lation 
Is 
abou t 
7 0,000. 
So far as the gospel record goes, 
Caesurea Philippi Is mentioned only 
twice—In St. Matthew 16:18 and St. 
Mark 8 :27, and In accounts of the 
same transactions. 
Caesarea Philippi was at the ea st­ 
ernmost and most important of the 
two recognized sources of the River 
Jordan 
and 
therefore, 
well 
to the 
north. 
The city was built on a limestone 
terrace in a valley at the base of 
Mount Hermon. 
The place with the 
adjacent territory became part of the 
district ruled over by Pldllp, son of 
Herod the Great. 
Philip’s title was 
tetrarch of Trnchonltis. 
He enlarged 
and embellished the town and called 
It Caesarea Philippi, partly after his j 
own name and partly after that of the j 
Roman emperor. 
The modem name 
of the place Is Banlas. 
The Jewish 
historian, Josephus, calls the place 
Panium.

Cu ltiv ation in Garden s 
to Keep the Weeds Down 
A large part of the labor in garden -1 
in g Is in v olv ed in the cu ltiv ation to I 
,keep down weeds, weedin g, thin n in g, 
etc. 
Weeds are objection able in a 
v egetable garden becau se they crowd 
u pon the v egetables, requ ire close cu l­ 
tiv ation to get rid of them, which may 
be actu ally harmfu l to ten der v ege-! 
tables, an d if the garden er lags in 
en thu siasm the weeds fin ally triu mph 
an d by fall the garden plot is a ju n gle 
of tall weeds. 
The garden er can do 
a great deal to brin g his garden to 
the weeklies* con dition , where labor 
an d cu ltiv ation are redu ced to a min i­ 
mu m. 
The first step is to cu ltiv ate 
closely in the early part of the sea­ 
son , when most 
of the weed 
seed 
germin ate. The little weeds are easily 
killed. 
Bu t weeds keep on comin g 
u p all throu gh the season , an d these 
mu st be carefu lly remov ed also, for 
a sin gle weed may produ ce en ou gh 
seed to In fest the whole garden n ex t 
season . 
So it is importan t that n o 
weeds become large en ou gh to pro- j 
du ce an d ripen seed, 
if this is don e 
■y ear after y ear, the n u mb' • of weeds 
an d 
grasses 
will 
decrease 
rapidly . 
•The u se of stable man u re is a sou rce 
of fresh In fection , as tills u su ally con -1 
tain s man y weed seeds. 
This dan ger 
.may he av oided by u sin g on ly well 
rotted man u re on ilie garden , keepin g 
fresh man u re in a compost heap for 
at least six mon ths. 
The seeds will 
he sprou ted or killed by the heatin g 
of the man u re. 
Some of the plan t 
food is lost by compostin g, bu t it is 
made u p by the better phy sical con ­ 
dition of the man u re. 


Sweet Clov er for Hay 
Sweet clov er sown in the sprin g will 
giv e a good hay crop by the middle of 
| September if a good stan d is obtain ed 
an d the soil is In good fertility . 
The 
y ellow v ariety is u su ally con sidered 
the best for hay . It is still a qu estion 
whether it is best to sow oats with 
sweet clov er an d the season is the 1 
prime factor in the matter. 
If the 
season is ex tremely dry the oats may ,, 
do more harm than good. 
If oats are 
sown on ly abou t two-thirds of t h e ; 
u su al amou n t shou ld he u sed.

schools, mainly for the sake of the 
millions of children who never go to 
any chu rch or Su nday school. How­ 
ever, I am opposed to the b ill that is 
now u nder 
consideration 
b y 
the 
state legislatu re for the reason that 
it forces Bib le reading u pon children 
whose parents do not desire it. 
Now let me 
offer 
a 
su ggestion' 
which may help solve this qu estion 
of religiou s lib erty, which seems to 
b e the b ase of most of the ob jections 
and rightly so, I think. 
For a nu m­ 
b er of years I was a schoolmaster in 
England, b efore taking orders in the 
chu rch, and we always had religiou s 
exercises 
for thirty 
minu tes every ' 
morning, and mind you , this was in ' 
government school 
and 
not 
a 
chu rch school. 
However, there was 
u pon the wall of every school b u ild­ 
ing, printed and framed, the follow­

children.
